Basic Connection 

1. Place the antenna on or near your TV or FM recei\^. 

2. If your TV has an F-comector, connect the supplied coaxial cable to the antenna's TO TV Jack and your TV's ANTEM^ IN Jack 

If your TV has a 3(X)-ohmtvvir>lead connector, attach a 2-v\ay splitter (not supplied) to the TV's VHF and UHF temrinal screvvs. Then, 
connect the coaxial cable to the splitter's F-comector and the artema's TO TV Jack 

3. Connect a second video source, such as a cable TV or video game, to the artema's AUX IN temrinal using a 75-ohmcoaxial 
cableAzcrnector (rxt: supplied).

Adjusting the Antenna

retractthe antemas to half length ard rrD\e 
themto an angle that produces the best 
reception. 

• For UHF TV Charnels 14-69, turn the UHF 
aiTtema until you get the best reception.
